RELIEF SEED RULES 
TIGHTENED UP THIS 


No More Than 300 Bushels To Be 
Allowed To Any One Farmer 


Some tightening up of regulations 
regarding issuance of relief seed and 
fuel for this year was seen recently 
as circulars directed to issuing offi- 
cials (field men and municipal secre- 
taries) went into the mails. 

The instructions, dealing largely 
with seed, emphasize that a farmer 
will not be allowed to crop more acre- 
age than last year in order to secure 
a larger quota and must be prepared 
to take an oath that information in 
his application is correct. 

The policy is largely the same as 
last year. The applications must be 
taken to field men or municipal offi- 
cials and -when the requirements are 
known the necessary by-law must be 
passed and forwarded to Edmonton 
by the municipality for approval of 
the minister. As in other years, senior 
governments guarantee the loans, and 
the province is responsible for up 50 
per cent of any ultimate loss, 

300 Acres Maximum Allowed 

This year the maximum acreage for 
which the government will supply 
seed is fixed at 300 acres, and the 
maximum which will be considered in 
an application must be not more than 
600 acres. 

In other words if a farmer plans to 
crop 600 acres he must first satisfy 
officials that he requires assistance 
and must be able to give a satisfac- 
tory account of his 1987 crop, if any. 

After the preliminary details are 
arranged the government will author- 
ize seed up to 300 acres, which means 
the farmer himself must have suffi- 
cient to look after any more than that 
amount.

What kind, and how much shall I 
use? What will it cost and how will 
it benefit me are the usual pertinent 
and intelligent questions farmers ask, 

The records of countless  experi- 
ments reveal that either Ammonium | 
Phosphate or Triple Superphosphate 
can be used to advantage in amounts 
from 20 to 40 pounds to the acre, 
depending upon the district and the 
moisture available, that the cost will 
be from 80 cents to $1.10 an acre, 
and that the benefits undeniably, in 
general, will be about 15 per cent 
higher yield, some six days earlier 
maturity, and often one grade, even 
sometimes two grades, better at the

A 
standard cord of well-seasoned sugar 
maple, beech or yellow birch split 
firewood weighs upward of 4,000 
pounds, whereas a similar cord of 


softwood may weigh less than two- 


thirds as much. The relative valu 
of the different wood fuels may, 
therefore, be approximately com- 


pared on the basis of their weights, 
at the same moisture contents. Two 
pounds of seasoned firewood are gen- 
erally required to furnish the amount 


of heat obtainable from a pound of 
anthracite coal of good grade. Coal, 
however, is gencrally burned some- 


what more efficiently, especially since 
much wood is used in heating instal- 
lations designed for coal.

Community Living For Elderly Wo- 
men Who Haye No Home 

Community living for old women is 
discussed in Overseas by the woman's 
editor. 

“Most of us would, I suppose, pre- 
fer to have our own homes; and for 
many, where this is possible, there 
exists no problem,” the writer said. 
“But there are others who have no 
home and cannot afford to live in a 
hotel who find it difficult to pay for 
a single room, with or without help 
for cooking and cleaning. What are 
they to do? Where are they to go? 
Relations, as a rule do not want 
them. 

“Furthermore, these elderly women 
like and dislike things violently; 
they want special kinds of food; 
they are not too easy to deal with 
owing to the strength of their in- 
dividual tastes. And until they have 
trained themselves not to fuss over 
hon-essentials, it is probably better 
for them to live alone. 

“But I am convinced there are a 
growing number of women, sensible, 
ready to give and take, who would 
prefer to live a community life than 
to live by themselves, partly because 
they know it is cheaper to share 
with one another and also because 
they prefer company to solitude. 

“What is needed in all sorts of 
places, both in towns and in the 
country, are houses where women
